Iam seriously think- 
ing of having the civil service commission 
investigate the entire police department to 
see if we can't find out something about these 
charges.

“The strong argument for an investiga- 
tion of this kind is that every commanding 
officer with one exception is under the merit 
system and it would be perfectly proper for 
the commission to investigate.

“Public gambling must stop. That I am 
determined upon. We can't eliminate it en- 
tirely, but I propose to see that it is re- 
duced to a minimum, I shal] see that the 
gamblers are kept on the move. I won't let 
them get established anywhere. I won't let 
gambling run wide open while I am mayor 
of Chicago.”’ 

Mayor Hints at Suspensions. 

“Can you account for the conditions at the 
ball park on Labor day?’ he was asked. 

“ No, I can’t,” he replied, “‘ and that mat-— 
ter will be sifted to the bottom, and if the in- 
cidents as they have been told me are true 


there will be some suspensions in the police 


department. An Investigation was ordered 
as soon as the facts became public, and I 
will have the details In a day or two." 

The investigation thus far has shown only 
two facts—that Patrolman Charles J. Mc- 
Clelland of the West Thirty-fifth street sta- 
tion was in the immediate neighborhood of 
the gambling tables while they were running, 
and that his next superior, Lieut.

‘What worries me is that if he didn’t want to 
stop the games why he didn’t report them to 
his superiors. If he did not do that he gave 
up his right to be a policeman.” 

This statement was taken as an intimation 
that Lieut. Walsh will be called to account in 
the investigation of the case. 

Orders Chief to Act. 

Both before and after the interview with 
the mayor Chief McWeeny was called into 
the mayor's office.

PLANS A SUICIDE: 


DEATH IS NATURAL 


Physician Thinks Max Haur- 


witz Victim of Illness as 
He Schemes to Die. 


HAD WRITTEN LAST NOTE 


Max Haurwitz’s life—an epitome of fallure 
that had led him, at &, to the brink of sul- 
cide—was ended yesterday as it had been 
lived. As he had been defeated in countless 
business ventures, 80 his final determination 
to forget fear and do away with himself was 
thwarted. 

Nature, physicians say, stopped his heart 
before he could raise his hand to carry out 
the only plan of his life that promised certain 
success. 

They found Haurwitz’s body yesterday 
afternoon in a room at the Forest Hotel, 
Greenleaf avenue and North Paulina street 
It was the same room in which, since his 
domestic life ended dismally in separation 
from his wife, Haurwitz had written a num- 
of. songs. more or less popular, and had 
penned notes telling of his plan to kill him- 
self. 


Was Writer of. Songs. 

Haurwitz, a commercia] traveler, had been 
unable to work for several years, and lat- 
terly had amused himself composing songs 
He sold a number of his productions and a 
few attained some popularity. Among them 
were ‘‘The Bride of My Dreams,” “ Such Is 
Life in London Town,” “* The Young Loversa,”’ 
and “ The Old, Old Songs.” Mrs. Haurwits 
said that he was working on a light opera at 
the time of his death. 

Dr. F. D. Hollenbeck of 1548 Estes avenue 
made an examination of the body. He found 
no traces of poisoning. There were no marks 
of violence on the body. Dr. Hollenbeck 
declared that the man had died from ap- 
oplexy. 

Haurwitz was 50 years of age. It was 
learned that the man had lost his fortune, 
his health, his wife. and had become de- 
pendent on his relatives for maintenance. 
He had brooded for several years over his 
troubles, and letters showed that he had de- 
cided to take his own life. 


Letter Written Indicates Plan. 

The letter written by the man who just 
missed cormmitting suicide was dated Aug. 6, 
1910. In it Haurwitz criticieed some of his 
closest friends and rtlatives. The letter

“ Testimony will be unanimous that at the 
time of writing this letter I was entirely sane. 
Should agything untoward happen to me, be 
it insanity or suicide, I herewith accuse be- 
fore my Maker that deep, crafty, cunning. 
cruel. double play team of intrigue experts, 
those deep dyed. monstrous, hair curling liars 
and fiendish. relentless tricksters [here fal- 
lows the names of three relatives}. They have 
¢riven me to tnat step which 1 may take at 
any time. 

“Tam now facing my Maker. But I have 
no fear. He knows that I have always had 
high ideeis of integrity and generosity. and. 
above all, truthfulness. I have not known e 
second of sound health in my whole life. I 
was sick from childhood.

WIFE SILENT ON AFFAIR. 


No Other Members of Conference 
Know Reason of His Sud- 
den Action. 


Columbia, Mo., Sept. 5.—{Special.}—The 
tingle sentence, “ God knows my sin,” is the 
only official explanation given by the Rev. H. 
HL Johnson for his resignation from all of the 
offices he heid in the Missouri conference of 
the Methodist church, South, and his sudden 
disappearance. 
The Rev. Mr. Johnson was here attending 
the conference In which he was one of the 
leaders, being secretary of the board of 
charch extension, but on Saturday he left 
without telling any of his friends his desti- 
nation. 
It was at first thought he had’ been called to 
his home at Clarence, Mo., but om Monday a 
message, signed with his name, was received 
from Mexico, Mo., in which he resigned from 
the secretaryship, the conference, and the 
ministry. The sentence quoted before closed 
the letter. Later Mr. Johnson left Mexico 
and his present whereabouts is unknown. 


Blames “Injudicious Writing.” 
In a later letter—a personal one written to 
Presiding Elder G. A. Lenhoff—Mr. Johnson 
says: 
“T have dishonored the ministry by corre- 
spondence. I have not been guilty of immor- 
‘ality, but I have been guilty of injudicious 
conduct through correspondence.” 
The presiding elder disclaimed any know]l- 
edge of what the self-effaced minister's 
“sin had consisted of. 
* His letter was the first thing I knew of 
any wrongdoing,” Elder Lenhoff said, *‘ and 
what that consists of I know no further 
than he intimates there was a manifest de- 
sire of the people of his church to have him 
returned to them and they were greatly dis- 
appointed at his announcement that he was 
going to some other charge because he felt 
that he had completed his work there.

Johnson for his manliness in admitting he 
had done wrong and withdrawing from the 
conference.”

Switch Fast Special Over Bank 
South of Neehah, Wis. 


KILLS THREE, HULTS MANY. 


Railway Detectives Sent from Chicago 
to Investigate Smashup. 


A deliberate plan to wreck the Soo line 
“Velvet Special” train leaving Chicago for 
Duluth at 7 p. m. caused the death of three 
men and the injury of nearly twenty passen- 
gers near Neenah, Wis. early yesterday 
morning. 

Officials of the road declare that the lock 
of a switch was broken and thrown into a 
field near the tracks, after the switch lever 
was turned so that it sent the special crash- 
ing over a dead-end switch track and down 
an embankment. 

The engineer and firemen jumped as the 
train caught the curve of the switch, and the 
engineer was killed, The fireman may die. 
According to witnesses before a coroner’s 
jury at Neenah yesterday the train was going 
at the rate of sixty miles an hour when it 


hit the switch.

Chicagoan Says President Taft Should 
Follow Emperor’s Example—Tells of

PARIS, Sept. 5.—The personal interest 


“which Emperor William of Germany takes 


in the welfare of his subjects and the efforts 
which he makes to aid their advance in tn- 
dustrial fe were praised today by Alexander 
H. Revell of Chicago. He urges that the 
president of the United States take a similar 
interest in the workers there. 

“ Greater progress in commerce, industry, 
and learning,” said Mr. Revell, “is being 
made in Germany today than elsewhere in the 
world, with the possible exception of the 
United States. This, in my opinion, is due to 
the kaiser’s unremitting effort to make every 
citizen feel the importance of his own work, 
however humble it appears. 

“ Recently I.saw him stop tn a street in 
Wiesbaden and, surrounded by his whole 
train, talk to a trembling old man, who, it 
appeared, was a scene shifter in one of the 
national theaters. The kaiser had seen him 
behind the scenes and remembered him be- 
cause of his extremely skillful handling of the 
stage settings and properties.

The adventures, comic and sentimental, of 
Daniel Voorhees Pike of Kokomo, Ind., are 
again the subject of Chicago performances by 
Mr, William Hodge—this time at the Grand 
opera house, which is in a highly prosperous 
beginning of the new season. It is safe to 
assume that -there are a great many more play- 
goers here than in 1907, when Mr, Hodge be- 
gan ‘his extraordinary Chicago experience in 
“The Man From Home”; certainly there are 
@ great many more theaters now than then. 
But it hardly neyessary again to go into a de- 
tailed account of the comedy by Messrs. Tark- 
ington and Wilson that; has served to give to 
this agreeable personality-actor a. firm place 
among the stars of the American theater. The 
play remains what it was when first played 
four years ago at the Studebaker—a romantic 
comedy of intrigue, made according to a tried 
and true formula, but expressed wijth some 
shrewd regard for the nowadays way of doing 
things in the theater. Antiquarians of the 
stage ‘tell of a dmy when every comedian 
worthy of having his name in display types— 
there were no electric signs then—preferred 
as his medium a play having for its protago- 
ist a shrewd American tourist who sim- 
ply kicked kings and dukes all over the 
stage in the interests of Virtue, Patriotism, 
and The Laugh. It was a day when all 
Americans of the theater were persons of shim- 
mering virtue, and the duties of villainy were 
performed by actors selected for their skill 
in personating a Russian, a Frenchman, Turk, 
or Prussian, or perhaps I-tal-y-annnn, to make 
use of Mr. Gilbert’s phrasing in the matter. 
“The Man From Home" is eloquent proof 
that the formula has not “dated,” as it were, 
and that it remains quite palatable when leav- 
ened by such good acting as is provided by 
Mr. Hodge and the players selected for him 
by Liebler & Co. 

Chief of the newcomers in the company is 
Miss Helen Harvest, who well nigh perfectly 
bodies forth the character of the ingenuous Ko- 
komo girl, though she lacks Miss Olive Wynd- 
ham’s manner of polite and seemly sophistica- 
tion In the part. Mr. Harold Russell is now the 
actor of the Russian grand duke, first played 
here by Mr. Eben Plympton and later by Mr. 
Heriry Jewett. Mr. Russell is better than 
was Mr. Jewett, if lacking some of the exces- 
sive polish of .Mr.. Plympton. Miss Leonora 
von Ottinger repeats with proper variations 
the impersonation of a Russian woman of title 
which she gave in “The Melting Pot.” Mr. 
Echlin P. Gayer, Mr. Henry Harmon, and Miss 
Ida Vernon are members of the excellent orig- 
inal cast still in Mr. Hodge’s support.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Sauerkraut. 


MONG the very pleasant and gratifying 

letters lately received is one which 

speaks of having received both enjoy- 

ment and benefit from the recipes and 

hints in this column. There were other 
words of encouragement—for which we offer 
due thanks—prefacing a request for a recipe 
for sauerkraut. 

Sauerkraut is one of the things which is 
usually’ made in large quantities, but it can 
be put up in smaller amounts for home use 
and profitably. When people like it well 
enough to eat it for breakfast, as some people 
I know do, it is safe to make a considerable 
quantity and to make it at home insures clean- 
liness. That which we buy is likely to be dirty 
for two reasons: First, because carelessly made 
without due regard to cleanliness, and, second, 
because it often stands in an open barrel in 
none too cleanly surroundings. 

It takes a goodly number of cabbages to 
make even a little kraut, a relish which is 
truly described as follows: “It is a much 
esteemed German dish. The cabbage is cut 
fine and allowed to ferment under pressure 
in a brine made of its own juice and salt,” 

> 

While kraut is very common in cities with 
large German populations, it is not common 
in other places. It was almost unknown among 
native Americans whod did not have German 
neighbors twenty-five years ago. A writer in 
a household magazine at that time said, in 
giving a large number of cabbage recipes, 
“This preparation is too strong for most 
American palates. The sliced cabbage is tight- 
ly packed in a half barrel, the layers seasoned 
with a large half cupful of salt to that amount 
of vegetable. Cover and press down with a 
stone and let it sour in its own juice. This 
is the orthodox German sauerkraut, which is 
to be boiled like fresh cabbage.” 

A German friend who knows all the best 
ways of making Deutschland dishes says: Shave 
the cabbage fine, put it In a barrel or crock, 
sprinkle with a little salt and then mash with 
a pestle or masher until the water—its own 
liquor—is pressed out. Put in another layer 
and treat it in the same way, stamping it 
down with the masher, arid continue until all 
cabbage is used, When liquor comes up to 
cover, put over cloth, plate, and weight. It 
takes this three weeks to cure—to get sour 
and salt. Rinse out cloth once a week. 

The Germans sometimes put in thein favorite 
caraway seed in making. kraut or again they 
wait until they cook a portion to put this in. 
They also put down white turnips, sliced, in 
this same way. 

An American recipe from a source which is 
a little erratic makes a kraut with cabbage, 
salt, caraway seed, and vinegar. This is pressed 
down with a plate with a weight an top and 
is ready to use in twenty-four hours to cook 
with meat. If too sour it is washed with water 
and drained and then stewed slowly for an 
hour, a sour apple and seasoning sometimes 
being added,

Mr. Charles .G, Moore, of hotel fame, gives 
the following’two recipes for preparing kraut: 

Sauerkraut, German Style.—‘‘Wash the sauer- 
kraut in cold water to remove the bad odor 
and proceed the same as directed in hot slaw, 
German style, caraway seeds may be added 
if desjred.” The recipe for hot slaw is: “ Shred 
the cabbage very fine with slaw cutter. 
Cut a plece of salt pork in small dice, mince a 
like amount of onion, mix and sauté to a 
golden fOlor. Add the cabbage (raw), moisten 
with a little strong consommé, cover the pan 
and braise slowly for two hours (keep moist 
and stir occasionally while cooking). Season 
with cayenne pepper, salt, and a little vinegar. 
Serve as a vegetable or with spareribs, Frank- 
furt sausages, etc,” 

Sauerkraut, American Style.—" Wash, drain, 
and press dry, braise in butter for two hours, 
moistening occasionally with a ladleful of con- 
sommé, thicken with grated raw potato. Add 
some chopped sour apples, season with Cayenne 
pepper and salt.” 

Sauerkraut.—Put a little cold water in a 
frying pan, add a quart of kraut and let sim- 
mer until neariy done and the water boiled 
away, then put two tablespoons of bacon grease 
in with the kraut and turn over from time to 
time with a fork so that it will not burn.— 
Mrs. J. H. Winn, 3105 Calumet avenue. 

Baked Spareribs and Sauerkraut.—Boil sauer- 
kraut and press all the water out of it. When 
spareribs are almost baked put sauerkraut in 
the pan with them—add pepper and onion 
chopped with them if liked. Add a little hot 
water and bake until spareribs are cooked, 
stirring occasionally to brown the kraut.—

If the mayor and his administration can 
do no more than weed out “ regular pool- 
rooms,” which have cappers and all the ag- 
‘gréssive paraphernalia of the gambling 
den of a “wide open town,” little 
credit will go to them. And if the 
mayor intends to break the back of 
this vicious type of graft, he will let it be 
kfiown that the man who stands in a saloon 
or Cigar store and takes bets will be “ gone 
after” vigorously and persistently until 
there are few or none of his trade left. Re- 
voking the licenses of six saloons in which 
these gentry operate would “ turn the trick ” 
in twenty-four hours. 


THE CANADIAN ELECTION. 

On Thursday, Sept. 21, the elections in 
Canada will decide the fate of the reci- 
procity convention and perhaps much more.

To what ex- 
tent Bourassa and Monk will codperate to 
defeat the Laurier Liberals in this province 
is yet to be shown.

CONGESTION AND ITS PROBLEMS. 
In a thorough and suggestive discussion 
of the subject of congestion in Greater New 
York, Prof. Pratt of the New York School 
of Philanthropy.lays especial emphasis upon 
the segregation of manufactories and the 
development of suburban factory centers. 
It is remarkable that, despite the enor- 
mous price of real estate in lower Manhat- 
tan, factories are to be found there in great 
numbers, with the consequent congestion of 
factory hands in that district. The loca- 
tion of manufactories in large cities brings 
about two undesirable things—either the 
crowding of workmen and their families in 
districts undesirable for dwellings or the 


at an undesirable expense of money, time, 
and effort. 

A great city is, in fact, somewhat like the 
heart, with its systole and diastole, or draw- 
ing in of its life blood in the morning and its 
driving it forth again at night. Where this 
life fluid stagnates is the congested area— 
a source of suffering and disease. Whether 
there is as much unnecessary movement in 
Chicago as in New York we do not know. 
But we do know that Chicago has its ter- 
ribly congested districts, and that town 
planning is with us highly desirable if we 
are to do away with the most serious prob- 
lems of the city.

INSANITY EXPERTS. : 

The committee on insanity and criminal 
responsibility of the Americam Institute of 
Criminal Law and Criminology has made a 
report in which there is some plain talk. It 
says that some medical experts are incom- 
petent and. venal; that some trial lasvyers 
are corruptly partisan, while others know 
too little about insanity to handle a case 
intelligently; and that there is often a fail- 
‘ufe on.the part of judge, counsel, and expert: 
‘to appreciate the relation which Insanity 
bears. to eriminal responsibility. In the 
light’of these assertions the frequent dissat- 
isfaction of laymen regarding the trial of 
the ‘issue of insanity in criminal cases is 
fully justified. 

The laymen are not the only dissatistied 
ones. The medical profedsion finds fault 
with what it calls the inadequate and arti- 
ficial tests of the law and the ignorance on 
the part of judge and counsel of the médical 
aspect of insanity. Lawyers assert that 
medical experts do not agree among them- 
selyes, that they do not appreciate the fact 
that criminal responsibility is a legal and 
not a medical question, and that they are 
paid to testify on one side. 

The committee makes a number of recom- 
méndations. One is that medical associa- 
tions shall establish and maintain a code of 
ethics to govern medical experts, and that 
the bar associations do likewise for counsel 
in criminal cases where the defense of In- 
sanity is raised. To establish such codes 
would be easy; to maintain them would be 
another matter—but let us have them. 

Another recommendation is that medical 
witnesses who give opinion evideuce in cases 
where the defense is insanity shall be 
chosen from a qualified group. This Is 
feasible and ought to be done. 

The committee recommends, also, that 
the legal tests of insanity be abolished and 
that insanity should be heid to be a good de- 
fense whenever it negatives the necessary 
criminal intent. Here the legal and med- 
ical professions are likely to clash. It may 
be some time before they are able to stand 
on common ground, They are both moving 
in that direction, and the sooner they are 
of one mind the better. ‘The present method 
of conducting criminal trials where insanity 
is the defense, and there is money enough to 
hire venal experts to give glib answers to 
interminable hypothetical questions, would 
provoke laughter were it not too serious a 
matter for mirth.

ORD BALFOUR of Burleigh, as chan- 
cellor, and Leorg/Avebury, as rector, 
will take the leading part in the wel- 
come accorded next week by the great 
Seotch University of St. Andrew’s to 

the college presidents and professors who 
are arriving there from. the United States 
and from all other parts of the civilized 
| World to“participate in the celebration of its 
500th birthday, 

St. Andrew's is the oldest university of 
George V.’s northern kingdom. Down to the 
fourteenth century education was at so low 
an ebb in the land o* cakes that Tytler as- 
serts that it was impossible to produce an 
instance 6f a Scottish baron able to sign 
his Own name. Whatever instruction the 
Scots enjoyed, they were compelled until 
then to obtain to great extent in England, 
where John de Balliol laid the foundations 
of a college at Oxford, 8till known as Balliol 
college, in 1263, for the maintenance of poor 
Scottish students. -Thirty years later the 
bishop of Moray founded a similar college 
for Scots in Paris. 

It was therefore determined to institute a 
university in Scotland, and for this purpose 
@ society was formed by Lawrence of Lin- 
dores, abbot of Scone; Richard Cornwall, 
archdeacon of Lothian; William Stephen, 
archbishop of Dunblane, and Archbishop 
Henry de Wardlaw of St. Andrew's cathedral 
for the foundation of the University of St. 
Andrew, which came into existence in the 
fall of 1411 on the strength of six papal bulls, 
obtained from Benedict XIII., and with the 
enthusiastic patronage and support of King 
James I1., himself e scholar and a lover of 
learning. 


—.- 

Its first rector was the venerable Lawrence 
of Lindores, mentioned above as abbot of 
Scone. Among: the benefactors of St. An- 
drew’s have been Pope Nicholas V., Pius 
II., and Paul III, Archbishop James Ken- 
nedy of St. Andrew's, who bestowed upon’ 
this seat of learning its great silver mace, 
which is one of the most beautiful examples 
of artistic workmanship of the fifteenth cen- 
tury; Cardinal Beaton, Andrew Miel villty 
Archbishop Alexander Stewart, and the late 
Marquis of Bute, the Lothair of Lord Bea- 
consfield’s novel, wile its students include 
John Knox, the reformer; Archibalaé Camp- 
bell, the great Marquis of Argyll; the “ Ad- 
mirable *’ Crichton, Graham of Claverhouse, 
Sir Robert Murray, founder of the Royal 
society, Napier of Merchiston, and Lord 
Playfair, whose American widow, a daughter 
of Samuel H. Russell of Boston, still survives. 

Lord Playfair represented the University 
of St. Andrew in parliament for nearly a 
quarter of a. century, before being raised by 
Queen Victoria to the house of lords on the 
nomination of his close friend and political 
chieftain, Mr. Gladstone. 

It was singularly fitting that Scotland’s 
premier university should be located in St. 
Andrew's, for from the downfall of Iona 
until the middle ages the city was the seat 
of the primacy of the entire Roman Catholic 
church in Scotland. It originally bore the 
name of Kilrymont, but after St. Regulus 
or Rule, the bishop of Patras, in Achza, had 
arrived there from the levant bearing the 
relics of St. Andrew the name of the city 
was changed to St. Andrew, St. Andrew be- 
coming shortly afterwards, that is to say, 


of Scotland. 
of St. Andrew are buried somewhere in the 
neighborhood of the site of the cathedral, 
but all trace thereof has been long lost. 

To golfers, St. Andrew's will always be of 
particular interest as the ‘“‘ Mecca of golf,”’ 
largely because the Royal and Ancient Golf 
club, founded in 1754, is recognized all the 
world over as the supreme legislative au- 
thority on everything concerning the game. 

It was at St. Andrew's, too, that John 
Knox first preached in public, and there, too, 
that he delivered, on June 4, 1559, the famous 
sermon which led to the stripping of all the 
cathedrals and to. the destruction of all 
monastic buildings and ecclesiastical art 
treasures throughout the length and breadth 
of Scotland. é

There is one feature of St. Andrew’s unl- 
versity, now, I understand, abolished, but 
which prevailed for several hundred years— 
namely: the refusal to allow any vacations, 
because “they only fostered the avarice of 
professors, encouraged the levity of youth, 
and added to the irksomeness of obedience.” 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh, the chancellor 
of St. Andrew’s, and who, huge in stature 
and majestic in bearing. presents a most im- 
posing appearance in his gold laced robes of 
office, has been too recently in the United 
States and too recently also portrayed in 
these letters, to admit of more than passing 
mention here. ; ' 

The rector, Lord Avebury, is better known 
here as Sir John Lubbock and has many 
American connections and friends, one of 
his daughters being the widow of Ferdinand 
Van Zandt of New York. By the working 
classes, and in this category I include every- 
body that has to work fora living, Whether 
at a desk or with a pick, Lord Avebury has 
been canonized under the name of “ St. Lub- 
bock"’ in recognition of his initiation and 
championship of the movement whereby a 
law was enacted in 1871 providing for a 
whole holiday on Whit’ Monday and on the 
first Monday in August. 

It is, however, especially as a scientist that 
Lord Avebury has won a world wide reputa- 
tion, the range of his knowledge being shown 
by the fact that he has been elected to pre- 
side over four international congresses— 
namely: the archzological, the sociological, 
the zodlogical, and that of the librarians. 
His works on insect life have been translated 
into no less than thirty languages, and his 
stories of his pet bees, and especially of his 
pet ants, are of the most amusing and at 
the same time useful description. 

—- 
I remember on one occasion his proving 
to some of us that his ants knew their eggs 
apart. He took an egg from one ant hill and 
placed it in a rival colony, right in one ofthe 
latter’s public thoroughfares. We watched 
an ant come along. It rolled the egg over, 
examined it, and then returned a few sec- 
onds later with ceveral other ants, who, after 
examining it, pushed and tore it until they 
had completely destroyed it. 
Then, after a few minutes’ interval, Lord 
Avebury took one of their own eggs and 
placed it on identically the samespot. Again 
an,ant came up, Investigated, fetched some 
other ants, who also examined it. Apparent- 
ly they were satisfied with these inquiries, 
for two of them together carried it care- 
fully into @ neighboring cell, the tiny insects 
having thoroughly assured themselves that 
the egg belonged to their colony and not to 
the rival establishment. Lord Avebury can 
sit and tell’stories of this kind by the hour, 
one more faacinating than the other. 
This interest in insects dates from his boy- 
hood and, when at Eton, he had been set by 
his tutor to compose some Latin verses on 
the subject of ‘‘ The Bee,” he filled his 
verses with such a quantity of details and 
odd facts concerning the Intelligence of bees 
that he had the utmoat difficulty in oon- 
vincing the master that he was not en- 
deavoring to hoax him. 
The Lubbocks are an old Norfolkshire fam- 
ily, hailing from the Cromer district, and the 
first of the house to acquire fame and fortune 
was Sir John Lubbock, who was created @ 
baronet in 186 as one of the leading bank- 
ers and merchants of London. Lord Ave- 
bury is the fourth baronet of the line and the 
first peer, having been raised to the house of 
lords in 1900, 
His father, the late Sir John Lubbock, was 
also distinguished as a scientist, acquired 
famé as an astronomer as well as a mathe- 
matician, and. was vice president of ¢he

AURORA-ELGIN SERVICE. 
Chicago, Aug. 20.—[To the Friend of 
the People.J—You have been very suc- 
cessful in correcting many abuses—if your 
influence is potent enough te remedy con- 
ditions on the Aurora-Elgin-Chicago line 
we shall conclude that nothing {s impos- 


sible. 

At the Fifth avenue terminal arrange- 
ments for handling passengers are ¢f- 
tirely inadequate, and conditions during 
rush hours indecent and disgraceful. No 
local trains leave between 5:30 and 6 
p. m. By 5:45.a crowd of 100 or more 
people accumulates in the “V” shaped 
aisle which discharges to the train shed 
through one small door. Seats on this 
road are never equal in number to pas- 
sengers carried; hence as the crowd in- 
creases there is a steady pressure for- 
ward, converging to a point and becom- 
ing almost unbearable to those in front 
before the gate is opened, about five 
minutes before leaving time. Women and 
children, gentlemen and brutes, all In a 
crushing, jostling, pushing mass, from 
which, on warm nights, ascends an odor 
strongly reminiscent of tobacco, whisky, 
garlic, and “the great unwashed.” Could 
this Incense be distilled into the nostrils 
of the operating official responsible for 
all this, it would be a most fitting dispo- 
sition. In this mob children are trampled 
on, babes in arms injured, women shovad, 
squeezed, and elbowed, while their dresses 
are torn and disarranged and parcels 
dropped underfoot. Relief is slow, for 
the gateman is leisurely and the farce, of 
examining tickets solemnly gone through 
with in this human cattle chute. 

Part two of my complaint has to do 
with the discrimination shown: against 
Maywood. Why are Maywood passengers 
charged 10 cents straight fare, without 
commutation, for a Chicago ticket and an 
eleven mile ride, while Lombardites, liv- 
ing ten miles further, ride for the same 
fare? The passengers beyond Maywood 
always get a seat, too, while we are for- 
tunate if we can find standing room in the 
smoking compartment or vestibules. Why 
cannot shuttle trains be run during rush 
hours between Chicago and Bellewood, 
and why cannot Maywood folk be sup- 
plied with commutation tickets at fares 
proportionate to those charged at more 
distant stations? 

The minor matters of unventilated 
coaches, permeated with tobocco smoke
